Farmers -who come to Grand Rap- 


ids to do their trading will have a 
Comunity Rest Room at which they 
can leave their children for the day, 
meet their wives after they finish 
shopping, eat their lunch, transact 
their business, or, .in fact, use for 
most any purpose tney wish, should 
the present plans or the Federated 
Woman's Clubs of this city mater- 
ialize. 
The womeri formulated a 


plan at the Woman's ^Institute at the 
Wood County Normal\last week that 
Mrs. Hatch, the conductor, suggest- 
ed, to provide \the farmers of this 
community with\a meeting place of 
this kind for their convenience, and 
without cost to them. {They plan to 
open the Rest RtJamJ this sprfing, 
in a, central location. 


Mrs. B. G. Eggert was made chair- 


mart of a. committee to work out the 
details of the Rest Room, Miss Mar- 
garet Breene and Mrs. Otto Leu be- 
ingj other members .who have been 
appointed up to the present time. 


The plan which Mrs. Hatch sug- 


gested would be to establish the rest 
room in a location where the farm- 
ers could reach it handily. She told 
of the Brown County Rest Room 
where they serve lunctfes at a. min- 
imum cost, soup costing from 3 to 
5 cents a bowl, coffee a few cents, 
and other food in proportion.

a. permanent roadway.

on the bridge '.vas also suggested by 
Mr. Taylor, who believed that then: 
should be the proper appliances plac- 
ed In the structure to permit put- 
ting up arches and other decora- 
tions. 
Memorial tablets to the sol- 


diers should also be placed on the 
bridge, he stated.

done and to furnish details of the 
structure as soon as they wore avail- 
able.

You never hear scout boasting of the 


good turns he does. By that principle will he 
uTfter from some men when later he comes Into 
the larger activities of manhood, Lincoln used to 
"ay that a certain public Individual reminded him 
of the Mississippi river steamboat that had a 6- 
foot boiler and a 10-foot whistle, and every time 
thev blew the whistle they had to stop the boat. 


A boy scout is expected to do at least one good 


turn daili'. 
The good turns reported for one scout for the 


year the record probably having been kept by 
scmi° kindly, watchful aunt, said that he got 174 
buckets of coal and 129 buckets of water, carried 
out the ashes 124 times and the dishwater 125 
times ' and did other miscellaneous good turns 
amounting to 1,004 distinct _efCorts of cheerfulness 
during the year. 
He brought In corncobs for the lire, went after 


the washing, fixing up the mail, cleaned up the 
waste paper, picked up a limb from the sidewalk, 
cut some tall for a kid's kite, went to town for 
mother many times, plowed up glass from the 
sidewalk 
replaced a brick 
in the pavement, 


stooped a (Jog .fight, loaued his knife, wound the 
clock and set the alarm innumerable times, fixed 
(he fire and made his bed, telephoned messages, 
changed a five-dollar bill, fed the dog and cleaned 
un some ink, baked the pancakes for breakfast, 
fried some bacon, put t.m the coffee, washed the 
notatoes and fixed the fire, fed the chickens, also 
watered the flowers, taught a younger boy his 
lessons in school, picked up needles and pins from 
the flnor m tae laraps und darned llis own sweat- 
er mopped up some water, and swept off the back 
tvo'rch mailed letters asod put up curtains, fixed 
orpair of scissors, got tUe fruit cans for his moth- 
er opened cans of saliaon, ttimatoes nnd benris, 
dug out a rat and set a mousetrap, turned the 
washing machine many times and hung pictures. 


The scout is bound by his oath to be "helpful 


to all people at all times." Little by little, the 
c-ood-turn hnblt becomes Ingrained in his daily 
conduct and attitude of mind. Helpfulness to 
others becomes not an occasionally gratified im- 
pulse, but an essential olement of his character. 


There are 365,470 Boy Scouts of America in the 


United States, all more or less consciously ac- 
quiring tho good-turn-habit of acting and think- 
ing and ftellng. Does anybody believe that these 
305,470 boys with their all-round nth power 
friend I in ess of spirit aren't going to help leaven the 


mass of human selfishness and human Indiffer- 
ence to the needs of the other fellow? Can any- 
one deny that the good turn multiplied by thou- 
sands and multiplied again by the 365 days of the 
year is going to make an appreciable dent In our 
social order and bring the kingdom of heaven a 
little nearer this sordid earth? 


Why should we let boy scouts have the mo- 


nopoly of the good turn? Why shouldn't we all 
have a try at It? AVhat if you, and you, and you, 
should pledge yourself to the daily good turn for 
one week, at least, and see what it would teel 
like? What if everybody in tins town, every 
man, woman and child, decided to do the same 
thing and eventually set to work embedding the 
good turn as a regular.feature of our community 
life? Maybe It wouldn't make'any difference In 
things as they are and as they ought not to be. 
but the chances are to the contrary. It is a safe 
bet that we, as a community and as'individuals, 
would come out healthier, happier, richer, in ev- 
ery way for the experiment. 


Why give the good turn a trial? It cant do 


nny harm. It may do an Incalculable umount of 
good. All over the country boy scouts are cele- 
brating their tenth anniversary this week and 
renewing their obligations to the scout oath and 
law, and especially to the daily good turn. In 
most towns the boy scouts are celebrating the an- 
niversary and renewing their obligations along 
with those other three hundred thousand boys 
plus who belong to the movement.. Why shouldn't 
the rest of us get into the game and do ourselves 
a good turn? Let's raise our right hands and 
say all together, "I pledge myself for the period 
of one week to do a good turn every day to some- 
body or something." Let's have an "era" of good 
feeling right here and now in our town and thank 
our boy scouts for showing us the way. 


Before he becomes a.scout n boy must promise: 


"On my honor I will do my best to do my' duty 
to God and my country, and to obey the scout 
law; to help other people at all times; to keep 
myself physically strong, mentally awake, and 
morally straight." 
A scout is trustworthy. A scout's honor Js to 


be trusted. If he were to violate his honor by 
telling a lie, or by cheating, or by not doing ex- 
actly a given task, when trusted on his honor, he 
ma-' be directed to hand over his scout badge. 


A scout is loyal. He is loyal to all to whom 


loyalty is due; his scout leader, bis home and 
parents nnd country. ' 
A scoiit is helpful. He must be prepared at any 


time to save life, help Injured persons, and share 
the home duties. He must do at least one good 
turn to somebody every day. 


A scout Is friendly. He is a friend to all i.nd 


a brother to every other scout. 


A scout is courteous. 
He is polite to all, espe- 


cially to women, children, old people, and the 
weak and helpless. He must not take pay for be- 
ing helpful or courteous, 


A scout is kind He is a friend to animals. 


He will not kill, not hurt any living creature need- 
lessly, but will strive to save and protect all harm- 
less life.

A scout ie obedient. 
He obeys 'his parents, 


scoutmaster, patrol lender, and all other duly con- 
stituted authorities. 


A scout is cheerful. He smiles whenever he 


can. His obedience to orders is prompt 
and 


cheery. He never shirks nor grumbles at hard 
ships. 


A scout is thrifty He does not wantonly de- 


stroy property. He works faithfully, wastes noth- 
ing, 
and makes the best use of his opportunities 


He saves his money so that he may pay his own 
way, be generous to those in need, and helpfu 
to worthy objects. He may work for pay bu 
must not receive tips for courtesies or good turns 


A scout Is brave. He has the courage to face 


danger in spite of fear and has to stand up for the 
right against the coaxings of friends or the jeers 
or threats of enemies, and defeat does not down 
him.

found that cane or beet sugar could be inverted by the simple process of j 
heatia- in the presence of acid; the chemical reaction taking place result- 
jng inethe same products being formed as are formed when sugar is taken 
into the human body. An^so 100 pounds of sugar, 44 pounds of water 
and 50 grains of powdered tartaric acid, mixed together and boiled from 
•thirty or thirty-five minutes in a steam pressure kettle or open candy .ket- 
tle, produced 140 pounds of syrup. The resultant inverted sugar syrup was 
not unlike strained honey in appearance and taste. It contained 71.4 per 
cent sugar, taated considerably sweeter than sugar, did not crystallize, and 
mixed readily with the ingredients of ice-cream. It could be used m the 
same proportions as- sugar-tte amount necessary for ten gallons of ice- 
cream being- six and one-half to seven pounds. 


So successful did the tests prove that manufacturers immediate!) 


adopted it and are continuing to use it today. It was readily seen that by 
^ing the method the sugar supply could literally be stretched for *ith 
only 71.4 per cent as much sugar used.as formerly, the same degreei of 
sweetness was obtained. There was thus a saving of approximately 300,000 
pounds out of every million pounds formerly used.

The person who doesn't know much 


about monetary science finds certain 
tacts which puzzle him. 
If he has 


among his souvenirs, for Instance, n 
perfectly good trade dollar, plainly 
stomped "420 grains," he may find it 
refused If he attempts to use it as 
legal tender. It is quoted in the coin 
market at something less than half a 
dollar. Yet he knows that anvounce 
of silver, which contains only 4SO 
grains, is worth on the market up- 
ward of $1.36. The silver in that coin, 
then, has a market value of about 
$1.20. 
Or perhaps he gets "stuck" with a 


coin of Canada, containing a less 
abundant weight of silver, but prac- 
tically equal to United States coins 
of the same denomination; it Is re- 
fused or he has to pass It at a dis- 
count 
Yet this also has more than 


its face value of silver. 


Sliver that two years ago was 


worth only 50 cents an ounce Is to- 
day headed for $1.40 an ounce, appar- 
ently.

at $1.30 or higher there is money in

About 
her 


'streets and places there Is a hustling. 


businesslike look. I.Ike all commercial 
businesslike ports she has a smart 
up-to-date appearance. There is some- 
thing about Cadiz which reminds one 
of Genoa. She is different from nil oth- 
er S[ianlsh cities, even the ports, for 
she Is smarter than Malaga, and not 
so tinged with American and French 
as is the marvelous Bilbao. But there 
is something more about Cndiz—there 
la her really lovely appearance when 
slu; Is approached from the sea. 


Just as one should always, If pos- 


sible, be In a particular mood 'for the 
complete enjoyment of certain experi- 
ences, so one should always approach 
particular cities In a certain way and 
the poorest way of all to approach 
almost any city is by train. Never go 
to Cadi/, by rail. Better far, 'f you are 
In mid-Spain and must use the roads 
or the tedious ferrocarll, go to Seville 
or over to Tangier in Africa and make 
one of those little voyages that are 
regularly available, in order to come 
upon Cadiz by way of the sea. It Is 
generally acknowledg-od that there is 
no other sea approach in the world 
that Is so beautiful n;: this. 


Cadiz nt such times and In such cir- 


cumstances Is n glorious picture in 
white and blue. She rises up from the 
sea on n small platform of limestone 
rock which only a very narrow Isth- 
mus holds to the mainland. In a um- 
jestlc silver beauty the houses with 
their nzoteas. or lint roofs, seem to 
rise like a t'airy city above the deep 
blue of the sea, their miradores or 
view towers surmounting them. All are 
heavily coated with whitewash fre- 
quently renewed. 


Always White and Clean. 


Thus the city'is always white, quite 


smokeless, and Is kept spotlessly clean. 
It glistens In the sun against the blue 
Andaliisian sky, with waters lapping 
It nearly all around. The poets and 
the descriptive writers have almost ex- 
hausted themselves in their use of flue 
adjectives to describe its beauty and 
yet they Ceel they have failed.

So long ago as the year 1613 there 


were 40 legislators, In the commons 
who had not attained tieir twentieth 
year, and. Incredible ns it may seem, 
certain of these were only sixteen 
years of-age. -. 


Edmund Waller, the poet and cour- 


tier of Stuart days, was a schoolboy of 
sixteen when he qunilfled as n M. P. 
He wns, as Clarendon says, "nursed 
in 
parliament," and 
prcbably fur- 


nished the only Instance of a man who 
could look back upon two-thirds of a 
century to his debut as a legislator." 


Charles' James Fox was but nine- 


teen when he was "returned" -to J>ar- 
linment for the "pocket borough" of 
Midhurst. 
He was not many weeks 


older when he made one of the finest 
"muklen speeches" ever henrd at West- 
minster. 
"I beard it spoken of by 


, everybody ns a most, extraordinary 
'thing," his father wrote to a friend, 
"and,! am not n little plensed with It." 


Chesterfield 
was

legislator 
at 


twenty, when he entered the com- 
mons. 
His first speech is said to have 


"electrified the house."

Rotary was born Feb. 23. 1905. Four Chicago 


men, 
one a lawyer, one a mining operator, the third a 


coal dealer, and the fourth a tailor, decided on that day 
to organize a club. These men, drawn 
together 


through mutual acquaintance, proposed a series of 
meeting at their respective places of business. 


The circle scan was enlarged by representatives 


from other lines of business so that within a year a 
membership of fifty was reached. 


As the time came for each to act the host, he gave 


a discourse on his own business so that his guests might 
learn something worth while regarding it, and thus 
broaden their own knowledge concerning various busi- 
nesses outside their own. 
Growth 


The Rotary Platform 


In 1908, San Francisco, having learned of the 


Chicago Rotary Club, patterned one after it. This was 
in turn rapidly followed by others. 
Eventually, the 


National Board of Commissioners, a delegate body 
representing fourteen clubs, arranged the first National 
Convention. This was held in August. 1910. at Chi- 
cago. At that time the term "National Association of 
Rotary Clubs" was adopted, but a few years later was 
changed to "International" in recognition of a Canadian 
club represented and an application [for membership 
from a club which had been organized in London. 


Rotary is now established in the British Isles, in 


South America, Cuba, Hawaii, the Philippines, China 
and India. 
: 


All clubs seeking membership are carefully sur- 


veyed to insure proper caliber of personnel and ade- 
quate representation of sufficient lines of business to 
iustify membership in the International Association. 


The name "Rotary" was selected early in the life 


of the Chicago Club and was suggested by the early 
meetings which were held in "rotation" at the various 
members' places of business. 


Recognizing- the commercial basis of 


modern life as a necessary incident in human 
evolution, the Rotary Club is organized to 
express that proper relation between private 
interests and the fusion of private interests 
which constitute society. 


To accomplish this purpose more effec- 


tively the principle of limited membership 
has been adopted, the Rotary Club consist- 
ing of one representative from each distinct 
line of business or profession. Each member 
is benefited by contact with representative 
men engaged in different occupations and is 
enabled thereby to meet more intelligently 
the responsibilities of civic and business life. 


The basis of club membership insures 


the representation of all interests and the 
domination of none in, the consideration of 
public questions relating to business. On ac- 
count of its limited membership the Rotary 
Club does not constitute itself the voice of 
the entire community on questions of general 
importance, but its action on such questions 
is of great influence in advancing the civic 
and business welfare of the community. 


The Rotary Club demands fair dealings, 


honest methods, and high standards in busi- 
ness. - No obligation, actual or implied, to in- 
fluence business exists in Rotary. Election 
to membership therein is an expression of 
confidence of the club in the member elected, 
and of its good will towards him. As his 
business is an expression of himself, he is 
expected actively to represent it. 


Membership in the Rotary Club is a 


privilege and an opportunity and its respon- 
rJbility demands honest and efficient service 
and thoughtfulness for one's fellows. Ser- 
vice is the basis of all business.

Miniature Trees Produced 


by Permanently Curtailing 


the Growth of the Roots 


Miniature trees csed as parlor deco- 


rations generally belong 
to species 


which under ordinary conditions prow 
to a much greater height These par- 
ticular examples owe their small size 
to the fact that their growth has been 
artificially stunted. 
The process Is 


simple, according to Popular Mechan- 
ics.Cut a thick-skinned orange In two, 
and remove the pulp from one of the 
halves. 
Coat the skin on the outside 


with shellac to preserve It, nnd Oil It 
with fine, rich soil. Plant two or three 
seeds of some evergreen tree In the 
soil, and set It In a room where-the 
. growing plant will get plenty of light. 


Be careful to prop up the skin In 


such a way that the shoot will grow 
[vertically; do not allow 
the room 


where It stands to become overheat- 
ed, and water the soil In moderation 
rom time to time. 
When the roots 


'orce their way through the peel, cut 
hem off flush with the outer surface, 
ind in doing so be careful not to In- 
iure the coat of shellac. 


After the plant has attained matur- 


ty It may be placed In n large flower 
pot. and will continue to thrive there, 
but as Its roots have beeu curtailed, 
t will be unable to draw more than a 
reduced amount of nourishment from 
he soil, and so its growth will be 
permanently stunted.

Hieroglyphic writing preceded the 


art of- cursive writing, and the latter, 
being at. first regarded as sacred, -was 
confined to the priesthood.

HE million and more children under sixteen years of age who leave school 
annually in the United States to go to work are uot all forced into industry 


because of poverty, according to the first official reports of the Children's

bureau on tlie "back to school" drive 
held in connection 
with Children]* 


Year. 


Schools must be made more at- 


tractive and parents more sensitive to 
the value of a completed education, 
says this report. One reason for keep- 
ing children in school is keeping them 
out of industry before they are pre- 
pared to assume these burdens. The 
experience of child welfare commit- 
tees showed that discontented school 


'— 
pupils became the child'laborers. 


Unattractive school buildings, poorly trained teachers nnd sparse equip- 


ment are factors in making.the boy or gir! restless at school. It is also declared 
that the present federal child labor liiw does not reach more than 300,000 of 
the 2,000,000 working children over ten years of age, as nt least three-fourths 
of Ihese are in the agricultural districts. 


In many cases there are no schools tr> attend. The "back to the school" 


drive stimulated local surveys of the school resources. Some of the schools 
were closed for the lack of teachers, and' the general report lays this lack to 
(he low salaries paid. A few of the states met this condition by making a 
minimum teaching salary from .$1,000 to $1,200, but there are communities 
where teachers are paid only $40 a month. 


It was the opinion of those conducting these cauipaigns^thsit once the 


parents were reached the ways uud means of keeping the child in scheol w,ould 
be forthcoming.
